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HAMRICK  STEPS  DOWN 


Action  on  the  vote  of  the  Baptist 
College's  Board  of  Trustees  October  25, 
1983,  resulted  in  notification  of 
immediate  changes  in  the  college's  top 
administrative  offices. 

Dr  John  A  Hamrick  and  his  vice 
presidents,  E  Harold  Keown,  Sr  and 
Charles  L  Price,  and  E  Harold  Keown, 
Jr.,  assistant  vice  president  for  student 
affairs,  were  given  notice  that  the  Board 
had  made  sweeping  decisions. 

The  board  requested  Hamrick's 
retirement  within  ten  days.  "To  become 
effective  no  later  than  January  1 ,  1  984", 
and  the  others  were  instructed  that  their 
dismissal  was  effective  immediately,  as 
of  5  p  m.  that  day. 

The  Board's  dissatisfaction  focused 
primarily  on  two  areas  -financial 
management  and  the  president's  choice 
of  adminsitrative  assistants 

The  trustees  brought  no  charges 
against  Hamrick  or  the  three 
adminsitrative  aides.  A  board  committee 
had  been  appointed  earlier  in  the  year  to 
investigate  areas  of  concern  Chariman 
Douglas  N  Baker  of  Greenville  said  the 


trustees  had  told  the  president  of  their 
displeasure  with  some  of  his  ranking 
assistants  "Several  of  us  (board 
members)  had  urged  him  to  unike 
changes,  which  he  had  ignored,  "  Baker 
said  Thus,  in  executive  session,  Octobei 
25,  the  board  acted  first  on  <i  motion  to 
request  the  president's  retirement  The 
23  trustees  present  stood  in  a 
unanimous  vote  The  second  vote  on 
dismissal  of  the  three  administrators 
also  was  unanimous

The  college  gave  recognition  to  him 
in  1  972  by  way  of  the  honorary  Doctor  of 
Divinity  Degree,  pointing  to  the  fact  he 
had  served  from  1954  until  1973  as 
Superintendent  of  Missions  in  the 
Charleston  Association,  as  well  as 
having  been  a  tireless  worker  in  behalf 
of  the  "new  college" 

Mrs  Horldt's  book  is  the  story  of 
their  life  together,  and  contains  as  well  a 
collection  of  verses  she  has  written  for 
herself  over  the  years  and  as  illustration 
for  her  Sunday  School  Class  at  Citadel 
Square  Baptist  Church  There  are  also 
gleanings  from  both  her  own  and  from 
Dr  Horldt's  scrapbook  of  materials  they 
used  in  preaching,  teaching,  counseling, 
and  child-rearing

The  board  had  for  some  time 
insisted  on  more  conservative  financial 
operations  Hamrick  strongly  defended 
his  management  policy,  pointing  to  a 
$70,000  operating  surplus  for  the  fiscal 
year  which  ended  May  31  He  admitted, 
however,  that  the  college  had  been  short 
almost  $500,000  for  the  previous  year's 
operations.  The  current  operating 
budget  is  $10  million  Total  college 
assets  are  $24  million,  against  which 
the  college  owes  $11  million 
Endowment  is  less  than  $1  million 

At  a  later  meeting  the  Board  named 
Dr  John  A  Fincher  acting  president  Dr 
Fincher,  president  emeritus  of  Carson- 
Newman  College,  Jefferson  City,  Tenn  , 
and  for  the  past  year  interim  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs,  holds  a 
Ph  D  in  Zoology  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina 

At  the  same  time,  the  Board's 
Executive  Committee  moved  Dr  R  David 
Hodge  to  the  position  of  acting  vice 
president  for  Development  Dr  Hodge 
has  been  with  Baptist  College  since 
1  973,  serving  as  assistant  vice  president 
to  development  and  special  projects 

Dr  Fincher  announced  January  10 
that  he  had  been  authorized  to  appoint 
Dr  A  K  Bonnette  as  assistant  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and  acting 
academic  dean,  to  serve  until  a  new 
college  president  takes  office  Dr 
Bonnette  has  been  a  member  of  the 
faculty  in  the  chemistry  department 
since  1971  He  will  continue  as 
chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee  for 
the  College's  Self  Study

Art  on 
Display 


From  a  student  at  Berkeley  High 
school  to  President  of  the  S  C 
Young  Democrats,  Jerome  Smalls,  a 
1982  alumnus,  has  had  more  doors 
opened  to  him  than  an  average 
person  has  in  an  entire  lifetime  For 
Jerome,  those  opportunities  started 
arriving  when  he  became  involved 
wiili  the  Young  Democrats,  a  club 
that  gives  young  people  a  chance  to 
avenue  their  talents  within  the 
Democratic  party. 

"At  first  I  was  only  active  with 
the  club  on  Baptist  College  campus, 
and  then  I  began  traveling  around 
the  state  to  many  functions 
sponsored  by  the  Young  Democrats. 
I  found  myself  becoming  more  and 
more  involved  in  the  organization, 
and  I  loved  it, "said  Jerome.  As  time 
passed,  he  became  third  vice 
president  for  college  affairs,  district 
coordinator,  and  was  executive  vice 
president  for  two  consecutive  terms. 

Optimistic  by  nature,  Jerome 
always  thought  things  could  be  a 
little  better.  So  during  his  senior 
year  at  Baptist  College,  he 
announced  that  he  would  be  seeking 
the  presidency  of  the  S  C.  Young 
Democrats. 

Jerome  worked  hard  and 
reached  his  goal,  winning  the 
election  by  a  3  to  1  margin.  Then  the 
time  came  for  him  to  take  over  the 
responsibilities  that  came  along 
with  the  title.

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NEW  COACHES  LEAD  BUCCANEERS  BASKETBALL 


Tommy  Gaither  becomes  the 
eighth  coach  in  the  eighteen  year 
history  of  Baptist  College,  taking 
over  the  reins  as  head  basketball 
coach,  while  Frank  Pollock,  a  27 
year  old  native  of  Columbia,  S.C., 
has  been  named  assistant 
basketball  coach. 

Gaither  comes  to  Baptist 
College  from  Gardner-Webb  College 
in  Boiling  Springs,  N.C.,  to  take  over 
the  coaching  position  that  was 
vacated  on  March  28  by  Phil  Carter 
Carter,  in  his  three  year  tenure  at 
Baptist,  turned  a  floundering 
program  into  a  respectable  force  in 
NCAA  Division  I  basketball.  Carter 
had  a  combined  three  year  record  of 
34  wins  and  46  losses  along  with 
the  respect  the  program  so  badly 
needed. 

Gaither,  who  was  an  associate 
coach  at  Gardner-Webb  College,  will 
be  the  first  coach  in  over  a  decade  to 

be  in  a  situation  to  maintain  a 
respectable  status  and  a  winning 
tradition  at  Baptist  College.  But  for  a 
program  that  has  not  had  a  coach  to 
remain  over  four  seasons,  Gaither's 
attitude  toward  the  job  is  to  get  it 
done.  "I've  been  coaching  now  for 
fifteen  years,  and  I  don't  intend  to 
leave  here  until  the  job  is  finished,'' 
Gaither  said.  "I  have  no  time  table 
set,  but  we  will  have  a  winner  here. " 

Gaither  and  Pollock  have 
begun  plotting  their  strategies  and 
now  are  setting  priorities.  "Our  first 
priority  is  to  evaluate  the  present 
talent  and  then  recruit  quality 
student  -athletes  to  fill  in  We  want 
players  who  will  excel  in  the 
classroom  as  well  as  on  the  court, 
and  we  will  recruit  players  with  the 
proper  character  to  be  winners." 

Pollock  will  assist  Gaither  in 
coaching  duties  as  well  as  recruiting 
at  Baptist  College.

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COURAGE  THROUGH  FAITH

In  life's  crucible  situations, 
Christians  are  as  vulnerable  to 
discouragement,  pain  and  doubt  as 
unbelievers  The  difference,  Hal  Ritter 
believes,  is  in  finding  God  provides 
courage  to  face  up  to  learning  that  the 
world  isn't  necessarily  a  safe  place  or 
always  fair,  just  because  we  are  "good 
people  ". 

Ritter,  Class  of  1971,  recovering 
from  an  automobile  accident  that 
occurred  May  11,  1983,  was  on  the 
Baptist  College  campus  early  in  January, 
checking  on  his  alma  ma.er,  and 
reveling  in  the  fact  he  is  alive  to  do  so. 
Visiting  his  parents  in  Summerville  at 
the  beginning  of  1984  marked  a  major 
milestone  for  the  young  man  whose  life 
was  all  but  given  up  several  times  last 
year.  Critically  injured,  he  suffered 
spinal  and  brain  damage,  and  multiple 
broken  bones.  His  life  hung  in  the 
balance  for  several  days 

Married  and  with  two  children, 
Ritter's  family  has  survived  many  shocks 
and  adjustments.  The  accident  remains 
to  him  something  of  a  philosophical  as 
well  as  a  physical  puzzle 

"At  first  I  said,  'Why  me,  God?'. 
Because  I  was  doing  the  Lord's  work  and 
it  seemed  unfair  that  such  a  thing  would 
happen  at  a  point  when  I  was  about  to 
begin  a  new  level  of  service.  I  was  in  the 
final  stages  of  work  toward  a  Ph  D  in 
Religious  Education,  and  suddenly  I  was 
stopped  in  my  tracks.  For  awhile  it 
appeared  I  would  never  walk  again,  let 
alone  see,  and  I  had  misgivings  about  my 
mental  capabilities.  My  faith  was 
shaken.  I  admit  that. 

"There  are  people  who  have  said 
God  allowed  this  so  something  good 
could  happen.  I  don't  believe  that.  I  don't 
believe  God  has  to  hurt  people  to  teach 
good  things.  I  believe  Christians  live  in 
the  same  world  with  the  same  dangers 
as  unbelievers,  and  bad  things  happen 
because  they  happen,  not  because  God 
needs  to  hurt  somebody  to  make  a 
point." 

Ritter  quotes  Dr  John  R  Claypcol, 
and  remarks  that  "a  gradual  infusion  of 
courage  was  a  marvelous  miracle  to 
him,"  and  saying  Claypool's  contention 
that  "life  is  a  series  of  events  to  be  lived 
through,  and  that  courage  is  ten  times 
more  important  than  any  answer  that 
tries  to  explain  it  all  "  is  in  essence  what 
he  has  learned. 

Campus  personnel  who  remember 
Ritter  as  a  student  recall  he  was  always 
somewhat  "apart  from  the  crowd"  He 
was  one  of  the  first  religion  majors  to 


grow  a  beard,  and  he  was  elected 
chaplain  for  the  Afro-American  Society 
on  campus-  the  first  and  only  white  to 
have  been  a  member  of  a  club  organized 
by  black  students.  He  wrote  a  regular 
column  for  the  student  newspaper,  The 
Buc  n  Print,  and  his  comments  on  the 
religious  life  of  the  campus  were  as 
distinctly  Ritter  as  was  the  personality 
behind  the  pen 

He  is,  he  says,  "a  willing  student" 
of  life  This  spring  he  is  undertaking  final 
work  preparatory  to  his  comprehensives 
in  March,  1984  His  dissertation,  on  the 
Book  of  Romans  will  be  done  at  Baylor 
University  in  Waco,  Texas. 

Ritter's  return  to  a  full  participation 
in  life  will  be  gradual.  He  has,,  he  says, 
"taken  the  examination".  Life's  lessons 
are  far  more  well  defined  for  him  now, 
having  come  through  a  very  dark  valley 
After  awhile,  he  hopes  he  will  overcome 
the  double  vision  difficulties  and  can 
discard  the  eye  patch  He  has  indeed 
found  the  trial  proved  his  spirit  stronger 
than  he  thought  He  may  always  walk 
with  a  cane,  but  he  will  walk  tall  with  the 
courage  he  learned  in  the  crucible
